form  of  the  Report  is  similar  to  last  year. 

1966  was  a healthy  year  in  Chard  and  little  infectious  illness 
was  reported. 

I have  written  at  some  length  concerning  the  problems  posed  by 
meat  inspection  and  the  abattoir.,  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
demands  of  meat  inspection  have  precluded  any  routine  survey 
work  of  food  premises  to  secure  compliance  with  Regulations 
16  and  19.  Little  work  was  possible  in  connection  with  offices 
and  shops  or  with  factories.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  survey 
the  town  in  connection  with  Iii5)rovement  Areas  under  the  1962|. 

Act  or  in  connection  with  Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehciles)  Regulations.

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SECTION  A 


Statiatica  ai>d  oocial  ConditionB  of  the  Area. 

Population  The  Registrar  General  gives  the  estimated  mid-year  population  for 
1966  as  6,690  some  380  up  on  last  year.  The  population  density  is  6 per  acre. 

The  rateable  value  was  £251,832  and  the  product  of  a penny  rate  wia  £950, 

Birth  Rate  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  for  1966  was  18,07  which  compared 
favourably  with  the  national  figure  of  17- 7 and  the  figure  for  Chard  in  1965  which 
was  16,11,  There  were  six  illegitimate  births,  giving  a rate  of  5*5  P©r  cent  of 
total  live  births. 

Death  Rate  The  corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  10,33  irtiioh  was  lower 
than  the  national  figure  of  11.7  for  the  same  period.  Our  way  of  life  often  dictates 
our  way  of  death.  In  highly  industrialised  countries  like  Britain  the  pattern  of 
causes  of  death  is  similar.  The  commonest  causes  of  death  are  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels,  followed  by  cancer  and  then  accidents.  Up  to  the  age  of  forty-five 
accidents,  mainly  car  accidents,  are  the  most  widespread  cause  of  death.  Appendix  A, 
Table  3 gives  details  of  deaths  in  Chard  during  I966,  Heart  disease  caused  29  deaths, 
followed  by  deaths  due  to  vascular  lesions  of  the  neiwous  system  (strokes)  24, 

Twelve  died  from  cancer,  three  of  these  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  About  two- 
thirds  of  the  patients  seen  with  lung  cancer  die  in  the  first  year  after  attending 
hospital.  The  five  year  survival  rate  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  probably  less  than 
5^  yet  large  numbers  of  peeple  persist  in  heavy  cigarette  smoking  knowing  its 
association  with  lung  cancer  and  heart  disease.  At  present  the  chances  of  a striking 
iu^rovement  in  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  not  encouraging^  prevention  would 
therefore  seem  to  be  the  sensible  precaution.  The  change  in  smoking  habits  that  has 
taken  place  amongst  doctors  has  reduced  their  mortality  from  lung  cancer  at  the  same 
time  that  it  has  been  rising  steeply  in  the  general  public.  Heavy  cigarette  smokers 
often  suggest  that  if  they  are  going  to  get  lung  cancer  they  will  be  just  as  likely 
to  get  it  if  th^  stop  as  if  they  carry  on  but  statistics  show  that  this  is  not  the 
case.  The  incidence  of  lung  cancer  in  heavy  cigarette  smokers  who  give  up  the  habit 
is  significantly  less  than  in  those  who  persist. 


Maternal  Mortality  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  I966, 

StillbirtliS  There  was  one  stillbirth  in  I966,  giving  a rate  of  9*1* 

per  thousand. 


Infant  Mortality  Three  infants  died  during  I966  during  the  first  week 

of  life. 

One  was  due  to  prematurity  and  two  due  to  abnonnalities 
of  the  Ixmgs, 
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Soci£j.  Oouditiona  1966  was  a difficult  year  for  the  Country  generally.  Our 
econonyr  was  not  financially  sound  and  measures  had  to  be  taken  to  put  matters 
right.  The  wages  freeze  which  was  amounced  in  July  was  one  of  the  measures 
designed  to  do  this®  No  increase  in  wages  was  permitted,  but  the  cost  of  living 
continued  to  rise  and  unea5)loyment  increased.  The  lower  income  group  were 
particularly  hard  hit. 

SECTION  B 

Oeneral  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

The  general  health  services  are  provided  and  administered  by  the  local 
health  authority,  the  County  Council,  They  continued  unchanged  during  1966. 

Th^  functioned  satisfactorily  but  there  is  a fairly  long  waiting  list 
for  speech  therapy.  The  Speech  Therapist  attends  at  the  Clinic  on  one  day  a 
week  and  is  unable  tb  ^ve  more  time  to  Chard,  due  to  other  commitments. 

SECTION  C 

Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  Other  Diseases. 

Details  of  all  notifications  are  show  in  Appendix  C,  Table  1 and  it  will 
be  seen  that  apart  from  a few  cases  of  measles,  little  infectious  disease  occured 
in  the  Borough. 

Routine  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cou^  and 
tetanus  continued  to  be  given  by  the  general  practitioners  and  by  the  medical 
officer  at  the  Clinic,  Trivax  vaccine  was  used.  Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was 
given  at  the  same  time  or  as  separate  courses. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  was  carxded  out  by  general  practitioners. 

Details  of  those  procedures  are  shown  in  Appendix  C.  Table  2. 

I canriled  out  my  B.C.C,  vaccination  programme  against  tuberculosis  on  all 
children  born  in  1952  and  1953* 

In  an  endeavour  to  prevent  dental  decay  I reported  last  year  that  the 
Council  had  i*eversed  their  previous  decision  and  had  agreed  to  the  addition  of 
fluoride  to  the  water  supply  to  bring  the  content  up  to  an  optimum  value. 

However,  the  Wessex  Water  Board,  who  now  control  the  town  supply,  have  not  agreed. 

The  result  is  that  children  who  would  now  be  benefiting  from  this  procedure  are 
denied  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Council  no  longer  control  their  own  water  undertaking. 

Requests  for  cervical  smear  examination  were  received  and  referred  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  The  County  Council  made  application  to  the  Ministry  to 
make  provision  for  the  taking  of  samples.  This  received  the  Minister’s  approval 
€ind  arrangements  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  implement  this  service. 
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The  Council  were  concerned  at  the  high  incidence  of  hrucellosis  in 
cattle  in  the  countiy  and  the  lack  of  legislation  to  prevent 
farmers  selling  infected  cattle  at  market  without  disclosing  the  fact 
that  they  were  diseased.  Repi:*esentations  were  made  to  the  Association 
of  Mimicipal  Corporations  and  it  was  noted  that  at  the  end  of  the  year 
it  was  the  Government's  intention  to  implement  an  eradication  programme 
in  the  future© 


SECTION  D 

Environmental  Health  Services 
A.  Sanitary  Circumstances 

Climatic  Conditions.  1966  was  again  a wet  and  disappointing  Summer 
with  the  rainfall  being  43»26  inches. 

Water  Supply 

The  new  main  from  Pole  Rue  improved  the  town*s  water 
supply  and  no  shortages  such  as  have  been  escperienced  in  recent  years 
occurred  during  1966.  Water  sai!5)ling  was  carried  out  by  our  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  by  the  Wessex  Water  Board.  A total  of  43 
satisfactory  samples  were  reported  on  and  four  proved  unsatisfactory. 

As  the  residual  chlorine  was  adequate  at  the  time  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  taken  it  is  probable  that  the  sampling  technique  was  at 
fault. 

In  the  past  the  Council  have  always  restricted  the  use  of 
the  land  surrounding  Well  A and  Well  Early  in  the  year  the  Wessex 
Water  Boeird  proposed  to  permit  cattle  grazing  to  take  place  on  this 
land  at  Crowshute.  Representations  were  made  to  the  Board  and  eventually 
they  stated  that  although  they  agreed  there  was  a risk  it  was  minimal 
and  would  exclude  cattle  from  the  site  and  in  future  would  arrange 
for  the  grass  to  be  cut  and  grazed  by  sheep  only.  During  this  negotiation 
the  Council  e3{pressed  concern  that  the  Wessex  Water  Board  had  no  Medical 
Officer  appointed  to  advise  them  on  public  health  matters.  Their  Medical 
Officer  was  ixsed  solely  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  superammation 
examinations.  They  stated  that  th^  always  consulted  the  appropidate 
Medical  Officer  for  the  area  where  advice  on  public  health  hazards  was 
needed.  Investigation  has  shown  that  this  has  not  so  far  arisen. 


;:.j^po3al  As  the  work  of  remodelling  the  works  continued,  many 
difficulties  were  eacperienced.  Owing  to  the  strength  of  the  sewage 
entering  the  works,  the  Borough  Surv^or  reported  early  in  1966  that  the 
effluent  was  f ir  from  satisfactory.  In  addition  to  normal  sewage,  the  inflow 
contained  rn  shnormal  amount  of  "blood  and  difficulty  was  experienced  with 
blood  clots  fouling  the  beds.  In  an  endeavour  to  in5)rove  the  quality  of  the 
storm  water  overflow  temporary  construction  work  was  carried  out.  At  the 
same  time  the  s attoir  Company  took  steps  to  prevent  excessive  blood  entering 
the  sewers.  By  July  part  of  the  nevr  system  was  in  operation  and  as  a result  the 
final  effluent  dischai^ged  to  the  River  I-e  improved  considerably  althou^  the 
standard  of  15,  15  laid  down  ky  the  River  Board  had  not  been  reached.  The 
constant  endeavours  of  the  Surveyor* s Department  to  obtain  a satisfactory 
effluent,  wars  net  helped  by  the  unauthorised  entry  of  children  into  the  v^orks 
sre  at  and  at  week-ends.  They  damaged  machinery  and  turned  valves  on 

and  off  indi  scrii!D.nately  causing  flooding. 

There  are  a fs'.v  remainang  septic  tanks  and  the  Council  arrange  to  give  one 
free  emptying  of  these  per  annum.  This  is  done  by  local  contractor. 


Refuse  Collection  The  Cotincil  give  a weekly  kerbside  collection 
vsi.ng  thc-ilr  -wn  labour*.  Trade  refuse  is  also  accepted.  The  times  of  collection 
in  varlo':ir3  parts  of  the  district  were  amended  in  order  to  co-operate  with  the 
shops  nov,  that  a five-day  week  has  been  introduced. 

Rub lie  Conveniences  The  Council  continued  to  maintain  their  public 

convenieneas  in  a satisfactory  condition  but  on  at  least  two  occasions  serioxis 
’amage  to  the  installations  was  reported  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 


Rodent  Control  The  Council  share  a rodent  operator  with  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Crewkeme  and  Ilminster,  He  is  employed  in  Chard  for  two  weeks 
each  month  but  can  deal  with  emergencies  in  any  part  of  his  area  at  special 
request.  This  arrangements  works  satisfactorily.  Sixty  complaints  were 
i*eceived  and  251  treatments  carried  out  at  domestic  pranises,  32  at  biasiness 
premises  and  37  at  Cor*poration  premises.  This  involved  the  rodent  operator  in 
1320  visits  in  addition  to  routine  surv^  work, 

STO-mminjg  B_a^  Chard  School  and  Holyrood  Secondary  Modem  School 
have  smmming  baths.  The  former  is  hand  chlorinated,  the  latter  is  having 
an  automatic  chlorinator  installed  and  arrangements  were  being  made  at  the 
end  of  the  year  to  enable  the  Holyrood  Secondary  Modem  School  bath  to  be 
used  by  the  public  at  certain  times.

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Factories  Act 


Details  of  inspections  carried  out  can  be  found  in  Appendix  D*  Table  2, 

C«  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

There  are  110  premises  registered  under  this  Act*  Forty-four  visits  wore 
paid  and  nine  preliminary  notices  served.  The  majority  of  premises  registered 
in  1964-  have  not  been  re-visited  with  a view  to  implementing  the  Act  due  to  the 
pressure  of  other  work. 

D»  Housing 

Details  of  the  housing  situation  are  shown  in  Appendix  D.  Table  3*  It  will 
be  seen  that  the  Council  con5)leted  81  houses  during  the  year  and  37  were  in  the 
course  of  construction.  In  addition  59  houses  were  completed  by  private 
enterprise  and  another  122  were  in  the  course  of  constimction..  All  of  these 
figures  are  ©icouraging  but  the  hi^  cost  of  acquiring  land  and  increased 
building  costs  are  reflected  in  the  higher  rents  that  have  to  be  charged. 

Owing  to  the  rising  cost  of  living  already  referred  to,  the  Council  have  been 
experiencing  difficulty  in  finding  tenants  for  certain  properties.-  There  are 
336  people  on  the  housing  application  list,  96  are  applicants  for  old  people© 
dwellings  and  40  were  classified  as  urgent.  There  is  no  guarantee  that  when 
we  are  able  to  offer  housing  to  applicants  that  they  will  be  able  to  afford. 
the  accommodation  offered. 

The  Ministry  ordered  an  enquiry  into  a proposed  Clearance  Area  in  Bath  Street 
recommended  to  the  Council  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  myself  and  I am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Minister  confirmed  the  Order,  which 
involved  31  properties,  Ydthout  modification. 

Caravan  Sites  There  are  two  sites  licensed  within  the  Borough  and  it  was 
estimated  that  45  people  were  living  in  the  caravans  during  the  year.  The 
Oaklands  site  is  gradually  being  run  down  and  only  three  vans  were  occupied  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Pood 

Milk  There  are  three  registered  distributors  and  three  registered  dairy 
premises  in  the  town. 

Samples  were  taken  by  the  County  Health  Department. 

Of  the  68  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  examined,  54  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
and  14  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  24  samples  of  untreated  milk  19  were  satisfactory 
and  5 unsatisfactory. 

The  follow-up  work  in  connection  with  milk  production  is  done  by  County  Council 
Staff. 
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Ice  Cream 


Twenty-seven  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-pacsked 
ice  cream  and  one  manufacturer/retailer  is  also  registered*  Of  the  26 
samples  taken  for  hacteriological  examination  all  proved  to  he  satisfactory. 

Meat 

The  substantial  increase  in  the  kill  at  the  slaughterhouse  forecast 
when  the  abattoir  was  re-organised  and  extended,  materialised.  The  percentage 
increase  in  the  kill  was,  bullocks  150^,  cows  sheep  1400^  and  pigs  350?^* 

Although  the  Meat  Inspector  was  fully  employed  there  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  worked  part  time,  in  order  to  achieve  100^  inspection  it  was 
necessary  for  the  Public  Health  Inspector  to  fprego  a number  of  his  other 
public  health  duties.  He  gave  the  Committee  formal  notice  of  this  in  May, 1966. 
The  Committee  took  no  action.  By  December  the  situation  had  reached  the  stage 
when  it  was  impossible  for  the  Meat  Inspector  to  take  his  off-duty  time  which 
continued  to  increase.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  could  not  devote  further 
time  to  meat  inspection  and  carry  out  effectively  his  duties  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts.  Finally  the  Committee  agreed  to  reimburse  the  Meat  Inspector 
for  "lieu  time"  and  permit  the  payment  of  overtime  to  him.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  arrangement  will  overcome  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  difficulties. 

Details  of  the  inspections  are  given  in  Appendix  D.  Table  4» 

Apart  from  meat  inspection  the  abattoir  presented  the  Council  with  a 
series  of  problems  throu^out  the  year.  In  March  a sample  of  effluent  taken 
from  the  sewage  works  by  the  Somerset  River  Board  was  found  to  contain  a high 
proportion  of  blood.  As  a result  the  abattoir  Company  were  instructed  to  comply 
with  the  conditions  contained  in  the  Consent  to  Discharge  of  Trade  Effluent, 
dated  29.  9*  65  and  asked  to  disconnect  the  blood  pit  from  the  sewage  system. 

Complaints  were  received  about  the  same  time  of  smell  arising  from 
the  emptying  of  the  blood  pit.  The  odour  was  found  to  be  particularly  obnoxious 
when  the  pit  was  full  and  stale  material  had  to  be  emptied  from  it.  Regular 
emptying  before  the  contents  had  become  offensive  was  requested. 

While  dealing  with  meat  inspection  the  Public  Health  Inspector  was 
trying  to  persuade  the  Coa^^any  to  comply  with  regulations  in  respect  of  hygiene 
in  the  boning  shop,  sterilization,  cleaning,  and  inadequate  toilet  facilities. 

In  April  the  Company  made  application  for  consent  under  Section  107 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  establish  a By-Products  plant  adjacent  to  the 
abattoir.  I investigated  the  problem  thoroughly,  visiting  three  plants  which 
are  already  in  operation  and  discussing  their  experience  with  other  medical 
officers  of  health,  I came  to  the  conclusion  that  a process  which  involved 
bone  boiling,  fat  melting  and  fat  extracting  (all  offensive  trades)  should  not 
be  penaitted  near  dwellings  and  recommended  refusal.  The  Committee  did  not 
accept  the  recommendation,  but  decided  to  defer  consideration  to  a later  date. 


Food  Premises 


Action  was  taken ’to  deal  with  difficulties  ai*ising  in 
24.  food  premises  but  no  routine  inspection  was  possible  at  the  63  premises 
covered  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  However,  in  the  course  of  inspection 
of  the  ^-constructed  G-uildhall  it  was  found  that  in  order  to  comply  wdtb 
the  Regulations  wash  hand  basins  were  required  in  the  kitchen  and  bar. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  General  Purposes  Committee  to  include  a sum 
in  the  estimates  1967/68  for  their  provision. 


F.  Nuisances. 


The  Public  Health  Inspector  dealt  with  108  complaints  as  a 
result  of  which  19  informal  notices  and  one  statutory  notice  was  served. 

In  addition,  he  carried  out  visits  in  connection  with  drainage  scatters  (407) 
caravans  (24)  housing  survey  (105) • 

The  renewal  of  annual  licenses  under  the  Petrole\jm  Regulations, 
Explosives  Act,  Slaughter  of  Animals  and  Factories  Acts  required  a further  2|£ 
visits  and  the  issue  of  49  licenses.  Despite  all  this  work  a substantial 
amount  of  routine  public  health  work  remained  to  be  done.
